Changes in the f*arish 


The parish is alive and well. We have had about 13 new families register 
over the last six months. There are 77 kids registered for pre-K to 5 th grade, 
about 45 students in Edge and Life Teen, and close to 50 adults attending 
Theology of the Body. The increasing numbers have led us to make some 
changes in the facility. I consulted with staff members, the Formation 
Commission and the Pastoral Council who approve of the proposed changes. 

Lorinda Collings (bookkeeper) and Jim Wranek (maintenance) currently 
have office space in the " resource room." Since this space will be used as a 
classroom for grades 4-5, their office will be relocated to the small room next 
to the kitchen in St. Joseph's Hall. Also, this space will be used by Lorraine 
Ptacek (liturgy coordinator) who did not previously have office space. These 
staff members work part-time during hours that normally do not overlap. 
Fluorescent lights will be installed in the new office and adjoining room to 
improve the lighting. 

In the basement of St. Joseph's Hall, a large room will be created for Life 
Teen. There are two small classrooms in the south end of the basement that 
are not being used. They are not large enough for Edge or Life Teen, so we 
will remove the walls between the classrooms as well as the adjoining 
hallway. A door will be installed in the hallway leading into this space. The 
resulting large room will be 25' x 30'. I will meet with the Building 
Committee this Monday to plan the work. 

Also, I have been working with a small committee to finalize the choice of 
a Marian artwork for the grotto. Last June Dale Lamphere met with our 
group to present the idea of a bas-relief sculpture (cast in bronze) of 
Madonna and child. The bas-relief is similar in style to the outdoor Stations 
of the Cross near the grotto. Recently, we finalized the agreement with Mr. 
Lamphere to complete the work. It should be installed no later than 
December. 

The parishes in Rapid City and Piedmont have agreed to do a "Catholic 
Build" with Habitat for Humanity. Our five parishes will work together to 
build two homes over the next two years. A Steering Committee has been 
formed with one member from each parish. Mike Keller will represent OLBH 
on the Steering Committee, and he will need the help of others in the parish. 
Stay tuned for more information. 

On Saturday January 26, 2013 Matthew Kelly will be at the Cathedral to 
lead a half day retreat/seminar for Catholics. He is an internationally 
acclaimed speaker and bestselling author ( Rediscovering Catholicism) and a 
great Catholic witness. You can find his CD's in our gathering space. 
Incidentally, he is also sought out for seminars on leadership, corporation 
and employee relationships, personal growth, etc. Each parish will have a 
core team to promote the event. More information will be coming.

Scripture

Whoever receives one child 
such as this in my name, receives me; and whoever 
receives me, receives not me but the one who sent 
me." (Mark 9:35b,37) 

Reflection 

• Can you possess what you covet? Can desire be 
sated? 

• Can a war ever obtain a legitimate end? 

• Name a twentieth century prophet killed 
embracing justice. Is there any way to silence a 
prophet? Who can "kill" a prophet? 

• Why does being first cause you to be last? 

• How did Jesus lead through being servant to all? 
How are you a servant leader? 

It is very easy to be servants of the word without disturbing 
the world: a very spiritualized word, a word without any 
commitment to history, a word that can sound in any part 
of the world because it belongs to no part of the world. A 
word that creates no problems, and starts no conflicts. 

What starts conflicts and persecutions, what marks the 
genuine church, is the word that, burning like the word of 
the prophets, proclaims and accuses: proclaims to the 
people God's wonders to be believed and venerated, and 
accuses of sin those that oppose God's reign, so that they 
may tear that sin out of their hearts, out of their societies, 
out of their laws - out of the structures that oppress, that 
imprison, that violate the rights of God and of humanity. 

This is the hard service of the word. But God's Spirit 
goes with the prophet, with the preacher, for he is Christ, 
who keeps on proclaiming his reign to the people at all 
times.
